Persons interested in birds have re­ 
cently 
been 
debating 
the 
question 
Whether theso creatures are capable of 
contracting diseases from hum an beings 
or of transm itting discase to hum an be­ 
ings. 
Expert opinion seems to be di­ 
vided. 
On the one hand Dr. K. R ulf, 
director of Gefierderte Welt, in a recent 
letter to the president of Hie A cclim a­ 
tion society, asserts that the transm is­ 
sion of any disease from a bird to a 
man and vice versa is absolutely impos­ 
sible. Says Dr. Uulf: 
“ For more than 80 years I have been 
occupied in keeping, 
observing 
and 
raising exotic birds of plum age; conse­ 
quently I have had occasion to deal w ith . 
them w hen ill. Every bird th at has died . 
has been exam ined, and I have thus dis- j 
sorted during about 80 years several j 
hundred parakeets. I have always kept 
these birds during their illness, some­ 
tim es for a considerable period, in my 
apartm ent, w hich is som ewhat restrict­ 
ed in size, tieing composed of only six 
rooms for four grown persons aud four 
children. 
D uring all this period I have j 
not had a single ease of sickness in my 
fam ily, although the birds have had all 
possible kinds of m aladies. 
I ani also 
confirmed in my belief by the fact that 
I have allowed no opportunity to pass 
of asking for inform ation on the subject 
from the principal dealers in birds at 
Ham burg, Cologne, Loudon, Liverpool, 
Antwerp, A m sterdam , R otterdam , M ar­ 
seilles and Bordeaux wbeuevt r they bad 
sick birds in considerable num bers. 
lo 
no case was I inform ed th a t any one, 
either a m em ber of the fam ily or an em- j 
ployec, had been attacked in the hous» of 
one of these m erchants, aud I obtained 
the same inform ation from the directors 
of the great zoological gardens at Paris 
aud London. No contagion— and I can­ 
not insist too strongly on this point— 
could ever be established.” 
These, however, are all negative facts 
and would fail to stand against even 
one authenticated case of the transmits- 
lion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Loch cases, it is believed, have bern 
proved to exist by Dr. Lai oulbene, who 
com m unicates an account of his inver* 
gntious to the bulletin of the A cclim a­ 
tion society.

BIRDS AND DISEASE. 


An A nihorlty W ho Think* Birds Incapa­ 
ble of Carrying Contagion. 
Persons interested in birds have re­ 
cently 
been 
debating 
the 
question 
w hether these creatures are capable of 
contracting diseases from hum an beings 
or of transm itting disease to hum an be­ 
ings. 
.Expert opinion seems to be d i­ 
vided. 
On the one hand Dr. K. Kulf, 
director of Geflerderte Welt, in a recent 
letter to the president of the Acclim a­ 
tion society, asserts that the transm is­ 
sion of any disease from a bird to a 
man and vice versa is absolutely impos­ 
sible. Hays Dr. R ulf: 
“ For more than 30 years I have been 
occupied in keeping, 
observing 
and 
raising exotic birds of plum age: conse­ 
quently I have had occasion to deal w ith 
them when ill. Evt ry b ird th at has died 
has been examined, and I have thus dis­ 
sected during about 80 years several 
hundred parakeets. I have always kept 
these birds during their illness, some­ 
tim es for a considerable period, in my 
apartm ent, w hich is som ew hat restrict­ 
ed in size, bring composed of only six 
rooms for four grown persons aud four 
children. 
During all this period I have 
not had a single case of sickness in my 
fam ily, although the birds have had all 
possible kinds of m aladies. 
I am also 
confirmed in my belief by the fact th a t 
I have allowed no opportunity to pass 
of asking for inform ation on the subject 
from the principal dealers in birds at 
Ham burg, Cologne, London, Liverpool, 
A ntw erp, A m sterdam , R otterdam , M ar­ 
seilles and Bordeaux whenever tin y had 
sick birds in considerable num bers. 
In 
no case was I inform ed th a t any one, 
either a m em ber of the fam ily or an em ­ 
ployee, had been attacked in the house of 
one of these m erchants, and I obtained 
tim sam e inform ation from the directors 
of the great zoological gardens at Paris 
and London. No contagion— and I can­ 
not insist too strongly on this point— 
could ever be established.’’ 
These, however, are all negative facts 
and would fail to stand against even 
one authenticated cam* of the trausm is- 
rion of disease to or from pet birds. 
Tach cases, it is believed, have bei n 
proved to exist by Dr. Labnulbene, who 
com m unicates an account of his hive? ‘ 
gqtions to the bulletin of the A cclim a­ 
tion society.

Tim flying fish loves deep w ater and 
is found throughout the length 
and 
breadth of tropical seas. 
He is fond of 
feeding near the gulf weed of the S ar­ 
gasso aud deposits his stringy, glutinous 
spawn on its yellow branches. 
Vessels 
bound from New York to the Caribbee 
islands, upon reaching the “ horn* la ti­ 
tu d e s,” som etim es encounter vast quan- 
tites of drifting weed, strung out into 
long ribbonlike patches alout, nu eighth 
of a m ile apart. 
Among the golden 
weed, w ith its delicate leaves aud glob­ 
u lar seeds, exists a curious fam ily of j 
cuttlefish, crabs, m ollusks and sm all 
fishes. Upon these the flying fish preyg, 
and they in turn devour its spawn.
